In  the  only  contested  race  in  the  current 
ARRL  Section  Manager  election  cycle,  Oregon 
Section  Manager  Randy  Stimson,  KZ7T,  over¬ 
came  a  challenge  from  Kevin  Hunt,  WA7VTD, 
549  to  461  votes.  ARRL  Field  and  Educational 
Services  staffers  counted  the  ballots  and  veri¬ 
fied  the  results  May  18  at  League  Headquar¬ 
ters.  A  veteran  ARRL  Field  Organization 
leader,  Stimson  previously  served  as  Oregon 
SM  from  1987  until  1998.  Last  July,  he  ac¬ 
cepted  appointment  as  SM  after  Oregon  Sec¬ 
tion  ARRL  members  voted  to  recall  then-SM 
Marshall  Johnson,  KK7CW. 


Seven  other  sitting  ARRL  SMs  faced  no 
opposition  in  this  election  cycle  and  were  de¬ 
clared  re-elected.  They  are  Sharon  Harlan, 
N9SH,  Illinois;  Jim  Sellers,  K9ZBM,  Indiana; 
Bill  Woodhead,  N1KAT,  Maine;  Rudy  Hub¬ 
bard,  WA4PUP,  Northern  Florida;  Glenn  Tho¬ 
mas,  WB6W,  Santa  Clara  Valley;  Paul  Gayet, 
AA1SU,  Vermont,  and  Don  Michalski, 
W9IXG,  Wisconsin.

FCC  proposes  wide-ranging  changes 
to  Amateur  Service  rules 


The  FCC  has  released  an  "omnibus"  No¬ 
tice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  (NPRM)  that 
seeks  comments  on  a  wide  range  of  proposed 
Amateur  Service  (Part  97)  rule  changes.  The 
FCC  also  denied  several  petitions  for  rale  mak¬ 
ing  aimed  at  altering  portions  of  the  Amateur 
Radio  regulatory  landscape  and  ordered  minor 
changes  in  Part  97.  The  NPRM  is  a  result  of  a 
dozen  petitions  for  rule  making;  all  filed  more 
than  a  year  ago  and  some  as  long  ago  as  2001 . 

Comments  on  the  proposals  put  forth  in 
WT  Docket  04-140  are  due  by  Tuesday,  June 
15,  with  reply  comments  by  Wednesday,  June 
30.  Among  other  changes,  the  FCC  has  recom¬ 
mended  adopting  the  ARRL's  "Novice  refarm¬ 
ing"  plan,  which  can  be  seen  on  the  web  at, 
http://www.arrl.org/announce/regulatory/ 
refarm/. 


"Because  the  ARRL  petition  addresses 
the  operating  privileges  of  all  classes  of  licen¬ 
sees  on  these  Amateur  Service  bands,  we  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  ARRL  petition  provides  a  basis 
for  a  comprehensive  restructuring  of  operating 
privileges,"  the  FCC  said. 

The  ARRL  referenced  its  Novice  refarm¬ 
ing  proposal  in  its  recent  Petition  for  Rule 
Making,  RM- 10867,  which,  along  with  three 
other  petitions  remains  open  for  comment  until 
April  23. 

The  FCC  also  has  proposed  essentially 
eliminating  its  rales  prohibiting  manufacture  or 
marketing  of  Amateur  Radio  Service  power 
amplifiers  capable  of  operating  between  24  and 
35  MHz.  The  current  rules  "impose  unneces¬ 
sary  restrictions  on  manufacturers  of  Amateur 
Radio  equipment  and  are  inconsistent  with  the

experimental  nature  of  the  Amateur  Service," 
the  FCC  said. 

The  FCC  proposed  amending  Section 
97.201(b)  of  the  rales  to  pennit  auxiliary  opera¬ 
tion  on  2  meters  above  144.5  MHz,  with  the 
exception  of  the  satellite  subband  145.8  to 
146.0  MHz,  in  addition  to  frequency  segments 
already  authorized. 

The  FCC  proposed  extending  the  bands 
available  for  spread  spectrum  experimentation 
and  use  to  include  222-225  MHz  as  well  as  6 
and  2  meters.  Current  rules  limit  SS  emissions 
to  frequencies  above  420  MHz. 

Among  other  things,  the  FCC  also  pro¬ 
posed  to  prohibit  acceptance  of  more  than  one 
application  per  applicant  per  vanity  call  sign; 
permit  retransmission  of  communications  be¬ 
tween  a  manned  spacecraft  and  its  associated 
Earth  stations,  including  the  International 
Space  Station;  allow  current  amateurs  to  desig¬ 
nate  a  specific  Amateur  Radio  club  to  acquire 
their  call  sign  in  memoriam;  eliminate  Section 
97.509(a)  of  the  rules,  which  requires  a  public 
announcement  of  volunteer  examiner  test  loca¬ 
tions  and  times;  and  add  to  Section  97.505(a)  to 
provide  Element  1  (5  WPM  Morse)  credit  to 
any  applicant  holding  a  Technician  license 
granted  after  February  14,  1991,  and  who  can 
document  having  passed  a  telegraphy  examina¬ 


tion  element. 

The  Commission  ordered  some  changes 
in  Part  97  without  requesting  comment.  It  or¬ 
dered,  among  others,  the  revision  of  the  defini¬ 
tion  of  an  "amateur  operator"  in  Section  97.3(a) 
(1)  to  reflect  that  entry  in  the  FCC  Universal 
Licensing  System  (ULS),  not  a  license  docu¬ 
ment,  determines  whether  a  person  is  an  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio  operator. 

The  FCC  adopted  a  technical  change  to 
specify  that  the  mean  power  of  any  spurious 
emission  from  a  new  amateur  station  transmit¬ 
ter  or  amplifier  operating  below  30  MHz  be  at 
least  43  dB  below  the  mean  power  of  the  fun¬ 
damental  emission. 

Among  other  petitions,  the  FCC  turned 
down  a  proposal  to  establish  distinct  CW  and 
phone  segments  in  the  160-meter  band.  Also 
denied  were  petitions  that  would  have  imposed 
restrictions  on  the  time,  length  or  transmission 
frequencies  of  bulletins  or  infonnational  trans¬ 
missions  directed  at  the  amateur  community 
and  a  request  to  add  to  the  special  event  call 
sign  system  certain  call  sign  blocks  designating 
territories  and  possessions  that  lack  mailing 
addresses.

FAQ  #  23  How’s  the  NTS  do¬ 
ing?  First,  I  should  point  out  that  the 
section  nets  in  Wisconsin  are  tops. 
We  have  reliable  checkins;  both  phone 
and  CW  nets  are  growing;  there’s 
support  from  packet  operations;  opera¬ 
tors  are  learning  and  practicing  traffic 
handling  regularly.  We  have  good 
representation  at  the  next  level,  9th 
Region  Net,  both  during  the  day  and 
night  sessions. 

Although  I  can’t  speak  for  the 
entire  National  Traffic  System,  I  know 
Wisconsin  stations  have  at  times  been 
frustrated  on  the  Ninth  Region  Net 
when  other  member  states  such  as 
Illinois  or  Kentucky  might  not  be 
represented.  I  know  that  sometimes 
traffic  destined  for  other  sections  is 
not  delivered  due  to  lack  of  partici¬ 
pants.  That  doesn’t  happen  too  often 
here,  but,  when  it  does,  it’s  for  the 
same  reason  —  no  outlet. 

Some  sections  have  even  taken 
to  rejecting  book  traffic  that  they 
deem  inappropriate.  That’s  up  to 
them,  although  it  hardly  seems  in  the 
spirit  of  practicing  our  skills  and  exer¬ 
cising  the  system.  In  Wisconsin,  we 
do  our  best  with  any  traffic  we  get. 
After  all,  the  operative  word  in  the 
NTS  is  system.  And  our  part  of  that 
system  is  alive  and  well.  Please  en¬ 


courage  other  operators  to  check  in  to 
the  section  nets;  send,  receive,  and 
deliver  traffic;  try  being  net  control; 
volunteer  to  go  to  another  part  of  the 
NTS  such  as  WIN  or  9RN.  I  hope  we 
can  serve  as  an  example  for  those 
sections  where  the  system  is  strug¬ 
gling.

FAQ  #25  Traffic  handling  helps 
others  and  helps  the  hobby,  but  how 
does  it  help  me? 

If  you  practice  handling  mes¬ 
sages  regularly,  you  will  learn  a  num¬ 
ber  of  things.  You  will  not  only  learn 
the  protocol  and  net  discipline,  but  a 
number  of  other  skills  as  well.  Send¬ 
ing  messages  by  voice  or  CW  will 
teach  you  how  to  pace  yourself,  how 
to  prepare  and  present  infonnation 
clearly  and  succinctly.  Receiving 
messages  sharpens  your  listening  abil¬ 
ity,  helps  you  concentrate,  trains  you 
to  anticipate.  When  you’re  chasing 
some  DX  or  listening  four  or  five 
stations  deep  on  Field  Day,  you  will 
do  that  better,  if  you’ve  been  accu¬ 


rately  handling  messages  in  NTS  for¬ 
mat,  for  the  Weather  Bureau,  or  with 
the  American  Red  Cross  message 
fonn.  Skills  transfer. 

Traffic  handling  also  can  give 
you  great  personal  satisfaction.  I’m 
not  speaking  only  of  the  warm  feeling 
you  get  from  delivering  an  appreciated 
message,  but  the  pride  you  experience 
in  doing  something  exceptionally 
well.  Radiograms  are  meant  to  be 
exact.  They  are  delivered  just  as  they 
were  originated.  When  that  happens 
efficiently,  it  helps  you  know  what 
you  can  do  and  how  well  you  can  do 
it. 

FAQ  #26  Does  the  FEMA  Inci¬ 
dent  Command  System  require  any¬ 
thing  special  with  traffic  handling  in 
emergencies? 

Most  government  agencies 
associated  with  emergency  manage¬ 
ment  now  require  compliance  with  the 
Incident  Command  System.  It’s  a 
good  way  to  keep  things  organized 
with  universal  application.  When 
we’re  handling  traffic  for  such  agen¬ 
cies,  we  need  to  use  common  termi¬ 
nology  and  clear  text.  That  means  no 
Q  signals,  10  Codes,  CW  abbrevia¬ 
tions,  or  jargon.  Operators  should  be 
familiar  with  the  ICS,  its  structure  and 
vocabulary,  but  we  would  use  the 
same  skills  in  message  handling  as  we 
practice.

Uninstall  Those  Programs  Correctly 

Almost  all  computer  users  have  discov¬ 
ered  that  you  cannot  simply  transfer  a  pro¬ 
gram  from  one  computer  to  another.  Rather, 
most  programs  need  to  be  installed  on  each 
machine  they  are  used  on.  There  are  several 
reasons  why  this  is  true.  First,  when  we  speak 
of  a  “program”,  we  are  actually  describing  a 
group  of  files  that  work  together  to  do  what¬ 
ever  the  program  is  supposed  to  do.  Let  me 
construct  an  illustration. 

Let  us  suppose  you  have  a  “program” 
called  MyEditor,  a  word  processor.  You  use 
it  to  type  documents,  save  them  and  print 
them,  much  like  Microsoft  Word.  MyEditor 
is  really  a  suite  of  many  files  that  work  to¬ 
gether  to  do  the  job.  You  might  find 
MYEDIT.EXE  in  the  main  MYEDIT  folder. 
MYEDIT.EXE  is  the  main  program  that  starts 
the  whole  works  when  you  click  on  the  icon. 
The  icon  itself  might  be  a  separate  file, 
MYEDIT.ICO.  For  sure  the  “program”  has 
several  DLL  files  (MYEDIT.DLL, 
SCRNMSG.DLL,  etc.)  that  were  placed  in  the 
C:\Windows\System  folder  during  the  instal¬ 
lation  process.  These  DLL  (Dynamic  Link 
Library)  files  contain  programming  routines 
to  do  things  like  showing  a  dialog  box  on  the 
screen  or  sending  a  document  to  Windows  so 
it  can  be  printed  or  opening  a  file  needed 
when  you  invoke  the  spell  checker.  The  spell 
checker’s  dictionary  itself  might  be  in  a  file 
called  MYWORDS.DIC.  There  might  also  be 
an  uninstall  program,  typically  called  UN- 
WISE.EXE,  residing  in  the  main  MYEDIT 
folder.  But  don’t  invoke  it  to  uninstall  the 
program.  Its  name  alone  should  warn  you! 

The  point  is,  MyEditor  is  really  a  bunch 
of  files,  perhaps  several  dozen  or  more,  in¬ 
stalled  in  various  places  all  over  the  hard 
drive.  And  to  top  it  all  off,  when  the  program 
was  first  installed,  several  entries  were  written 
about  it  in  the  Windows  Registry,  a  database 
containing  information  about  all  the  hardware 
and  software  in  your  machine.  Complicated? 
You  bet.  It  would  take  at  least  several  hours 
of  careful  hand  sleuthing  by  a  human  to  dis¬ 
cover  all  of  the  files  and  their  locations  asso¬ 
ciated  with  MyEditor.  In  the  old  days  of 
DOS,  a  program  might  consist  of  three  or  four 


files,  all  in  one  folder.  To  uninstall  the  pro¬ 
gram,  one  just  erased  the  folder  and  all  of  its 
contents.  Those  days  are  long  gone! 

So  then,  how  does  one  properly  get  rid 
of  a  program?  Click  on  the  Control  Panel, 
then  Add/Remove  Programs,  then  find 
MyEditor  and  highlight  it  and  click  the  Add/ 
Remove  button.  What  you  are  doing  this  way 
is  letting  Windows  be  the  umpire.  Windows 
will  look  in  its  Registry  and  perhaps  the  pro¬ 
gram’s  installation  log  and  find  (hopefully)  all 
the  files  associated  with  MyEditor.  It  will 
remove  the  entries  in  the  Registry,  and  per¬ 
haps  some  of  the  program  files,  then  close. 
MyEditor  will  no  longer  be  in  the  list  of  pro¬ 
grams  shown  when  you  invoke  Add/Remove 
programs. 

You  are  not  quite  done,  though.  The 
icon  for  MyEditor  may  (or  may  not)  still  be 
on  your  desktop.  If  Windows  did  not  remove 
it,  right  click  it  and  select  Delete.  Now,  use 
Explorer  to  find  the  MyEditor  folder.  If  you 
cannot  find  it,  click  Start,  Find,  Files  or  Fold¬ 
ers  and  type  MyEditor  in  the  dialog  box 
(which,  by  the  way,  is  shown  by  Windows  by 
opening  one  of  its  own  DLLs).  That  will  tell 
you  where  the  folder  is.  Now  navigate  to  it 
using  Explorer,  right  click  it  and  select  Delete. 
That  should  do  it.  At  least  90%  of  the  files 
associated  with  MyEditor  are  gone.  Forget 
about  any  remaining  ones  -  you  will  probably 
never  detect  them. 

During  the  Add/Remove  Programs 
process,  you  may  see  a  message  that  Win¬ 
dows  has  found  a  shared  DLL  (possibly 
shared  by  other  programs),  and  it  wants  to 
know  if  you  want  to  delete  it.  Just  for  safety’s 
sake,  don’t.  Some  other  program  may  well 
need  it  to  operate  properly,  and  you  don’t 
want  to  bollix  up  anything  but  MyEditor. 

Some  people  think  they  are  uninstalling 
programs  when  they  delete  from  the  desktop 
the  icon  for  that  program.  Wrong!  The  only 
thing  they  have  deleted  is  the  icon.  All  of  the 
program  files  are  still  on  the  hard  drive,  and 
even  the  icon  itself  can  be  restored.  And  they 
wonder  why,  after  a  couple  of  years,  no  more 
space  is  left  on  the  hard  drive.  If  you  don’t 
clean  your  closet  out,  you  can  bet  that  it  will 
eventually  get  full! 

Next  time  we  will  have  some  words  on 
installing  programs  correctly.  Happy  comput¬ 
ing!

Install  Those  Programs  Correctly 

Number  115  told  you  how  to  uninstall  a 
program  correctly.  Now  it  is  time  to  consider 
a  few  factors  in  program  installation.  Today, 
that  usually  goes  pretty  smoothly,  because 
software  companies  bundle  an  installation 
wizard  with  their  product,  typically  invoked 
with  SETUP.EXE,  a  file  commonly  found  on 
installation  diskettes  or  CD-ROMs.  The  ex¬ 
ecutable  program  SETUP.EXE  is  usually 
invoked  when  you  put  a  new  program  CD  in 
your  drive.  All  versions  of  Windows  since  95 
look  at  CDs  that  are  inserted  in  the  drive,  and 
if  there  is  a  file  on  it  named  AUTORUN. INF, 
Windows  gets  the  information  in  it  and  starts 
based  on  that  information.  For  example,  here 
are  the  main  contents  of  an  actual  AUTO¬ 
RUN. INF  file  from  a  CD: 

[autorun] 

open  =  setup.exe 

The  comment  in  brackets  [autorun]  is 
ignored.  The  next  line  says,  “open 
setup.exe”.  There  are  a  couple  of  other  lines, 
not  shown  here,  that  give  temporary  control 
of  the  system  to  the  installation  wizard  inside 
setup.exe,  and  another  line  that  tells  where  the 
icon  file  is  located.  . 

If  you  have  the  autorun  features  of  Win¬ 
dows  shut  off,  the  automatic  start  based  on  the 
contents  of  AUTORUN. INF  will  not  occur. 
To  manually  start  installation,  just  find 
SETUP.EXE  on  the  CD  and  double-click  it. 

During  the  installation  procedure,  you 
may  be  asked  if  you  want  an  icon  on  the  desk¬ 
top,  an  entry  in  the  START,  PROGRAMS 
menu  and  other  choices  that  are  fairly  self- 
evident.  Just  select  your  preference  and  con¬ 
tinue.  There  is  one  choice  screen,  however, 
that  is  not  quite  so  self-evident,  and  almost  all 
installation  wizards  make  a  default  choice  for 
you  that  you  may  want  to  alter.  That  choice  is 
where  the  program  folder  resides. 

Let  me  take  up  a  side  issue,  for  a  mo¬ 
ment.  In  the  past,  I  have  extolled  the  virtues 
of  having  at  least  three  partitions  on  a  hard 
drive,  a  C:,  D:,  and  E:  (see  #76  in  the  series, 
or  search  the  First  100  CD-ROM  for  the 
word:  partition).  C:  is  for  Windows,  and  per¬ 
haps  tightly  integrated  suites  such  as  Micro¬ 


soft  Office  (Word,  PowerPoint,  Access,  Ex¬ 
cel,  etc.).  D:  is  for  programs  -  other  applica¬ 
tion  programs  such  as  graphics  and  drawing 
programs,  multimedia  programs  that  play 
music  or  show  videos,  CD-ROM  burner  pro¬ 
grams,  scanning  files,  utility  programs  of  all 
sorts,  and  so  on.  E:  is  just  for  stuff  you  cre¬ 
ate.  Letters,  photos,  scanned  files,  database 
data  files  -  anything  that  you  create  or  modify 
in  the  course  of  the  work  you  do  on  your  ma¬ 
chine.  That  way,  when  you  do  a  backup,  you 
only  need  to  backup  the  contents  of  drive  E:, 
which  often  will  fit  on  less  than  a  quarter  of 
the  space  available  on  a  single  CD.  Thus, 
backups  are  quick  and  painless,  which  means 
you  can  do  them  more  often.  Once  a  month  is 
not  out  of  the  question. 

Now  back  to  the  main  issue.  If  your 
programs  are  to  be  installed  on  drive  D:,  you 
must  override  the  default  (C:)  that  the  installa¬ 
tion  wizard  usually  sets  up.  One  of  the  wiz¬ 
ard  screens  will  show,  for  example,  that  it 
intends  to  put  the  program  files  in  C:\Program 
Files\DeLorme\Streets  and  Trips.  Edit  that 
screen  (you  CAN  do  it!)  to  read 
D:\DeLorme\Streets  and  Trips.  Forget  the 
/Program  Files  part  of  it  -  that  is  not  neces¬ 
sary.  There  is  no  need  to  make  more  subfold¬ 
ers  than  are  necessary.  Indeed,  if  you  think  of 
the  program  as  DeLorme  rather  than  Streets 
and  Trips,  you  can  do  away  with  the  /Streets 
and  Trips  subfolder,  too.  Just  edit  it  to  read: 
D:  DeLorme. 

Most  installations  will  now  go 
smoothly,  and  the  program  will  work  fine. 
But  what  if  it  does  not?  What  if  you  spend  a 
week  trying  to  get  it  to  work,  and  you  cannot. 
What  if  you  have  called  the  company  and 
their  helpdesk  geeks  tell  you  to  uninstall  the 
program  and  try  installation  again? 

Now  it  is  time  to  re-read  the  last  column 
on  uninstalling  programs.  Do  it  correctly, 
using  the  Control  Panel’s  Add/Remove  Pro¬ 
grams  feature.  When  you  have  done  that,  do 
not  fail  to  take  one  more  step:  reboot!  Re¬ 
booting  gives  Windows  a  chance  to  update 
the  Registry,  a  critical  step  when  either  in¬ 
stalling  or  uninstalling  programs.  I  have  had 
reinstallations  fail  because  I  did  not  first  re¬ 
boot  after  uninstalling  a  program,  and  later 
succeed  when  I  did  reboot  the  machine.  Re¬ 
booting  can  make  a  really  big  difference! 
Happy  computing!
